When 
is this 
ac- 
celerating expenditure to be reduced? 
"Xaval programs, announced by the 
nations - already 
having the largest 
navies, and 
the 
entrance 
into the 
building of dreadnaughts by nations 
which 
have 
not hitherto burdened 


their people with the expense of largo 
battleships, indicates that the eud is 
not yet. 
JN'o single nation with large 
interests, can safely . take a vacation 
in the building .of battleships. 
That 
much 
to he desired vacation must 
come 
through 
action. 
It' it is not 
hastened by appeals £or the peaceful 
settlement o£ national differences the 
day is not far distant when the grow- 
ing burden of taxation for excessive 
war and naval expenditures will call a 
halt. 
"The 
suggestion, of a vacation for 
one year iu battleship 
building has 
met with hearty approval and 1 ven- 
ture the earnest hope that this will 
bear fruit in a well-considered, plan 
by 
navy-building nations not to let 
the 
unnecessary 
competition go to 
further lengths. It is manifestly not 
possible for the proposed cessation in 
battleship construction to be declared 
at once. It is not a vacation we need, 
but 
a permanent 
policy to guard 
against extravagant and needless ex- 
pansions. 
Any 
vacation 
proposed 
would, o£ course, take into account 
the 
conditions in government navy 
yards 
and in private establishments 
'where battleships are built under con- 
tract. The whole force is at present 
concentrated 
in building 
ships 
for 


which material 
has been purchased. 
Time should be given for shipbuilders 
to obtain commercial orders so as not 
to ask shipbuilders to incur loss. 
"I venture to recommend that the 
war and navy officials and other rep 
resentatives of all the nations be in- 
vited to hold a conference to discuss 
whether they can not agree upon a 
plan for lessening the cost of prepara- 
tion for war. It is recognized that the 
desired end of competitive building, 
carried on under whip and spur, could 
not be effective without agreement be- 
tween great nations. It ought not to 
be difficult to'secure an agreement by 
which navies will be adequate without 
being (overgrown and without impos- 
ing overheavy taxation upon the in- 
dustry of a nation. I trust the tenta- 
tive suggestion for a naval holiday by 
the strongest of the powers will be 
debated and the matter seriously con- 
sidered by an.international conference 
looking to reduction of the ambitious 
and costly plans for navy increase. I 
that 
this 
country 
will 
lake 
thu 


initiative and that steps will he taken 
by a conference of all p.owers to dis- 
cuss reduction of the heavy cost of 
the Army and Navy." 
Immediate acquirement arid opera- 
tion of oil wells and refineries to fur- 
nish fuel 
for the navy, government 


niha.nuL'acture 
of armor, more naval 


chaplains, better educational facilities 
for enlisted men and a graduated re- 
tirement law are the other chief rec- 
ommedations. 
The secretary, thinks that the time 
has come when'the navy should be 
freed 
from excessive prices charged 
by private 
manufacturers of armor 
plate, guns and gun forgings, powder, 
torpedoes and other supplies and mu- 
nitions, so he recommends appropria- 
tions for an armor plate factory and 
an increase in the gun factory, the 
powder factory and the torpedo works, 
lie 
refers 
to his efforts to secure 
reasonable prices from the armor com- 
panies, and asserts that without its 
own plant the government would he 
at the mercy of three manufacturers 
in time of war. 
History does not war- 
pint an assumption, he adds, that the 
patriotism 
of these 
companies will 


prove superior to their desire 
for 


profits. 
The report 
comments upon 
contracts made by the companies to 
supply foreign navies with armor at 
prices much below those charged their 
own government, and directs particu- 
lar attention to the fact that they at 
present supply armor for the Japanese 
cruiser I-laruna at $400.35 a ton while 
charging $504 to $440 a ton for armor 
for the American battleship No. 39. 
The recommendation 
regarding oil 


wells and refineries follows the trans- 
formation of modern navies from coal 
to oil burners. 
The report says the 
price 
of oil is steadily creeping up- 
ward, 
is now twice as much as in 


1913, 
and will be a. staggering item in 
the expense account of the navy in the 
future 
unless 
the navy controls its 
own wells. 


Therefore, Mfl Daniels urges, by the 
time the Panama Canal is opened the 
navy should be producing its own oil 
from 
its petroleum 
reserves in the 


Elk Hills and Buona Vista fields of 
California; its refineries should be in 
operation: oil lands should be leased 
in 
the 
mid-continent 
fields and oil 
tanks erected at various ports. 
The report declares that too much 
money has 
been 
spent ashore 
for 
buildings, and too little for docks and 
warships though 
no definite recom- 
mendations are made for the location 
ot new docks pending the building of 
"an adequate and well proportioned 
navy."

COST OF EXPERIMENT. 


Before the experiment with the par- 


cel post system is through with, the 
general public are going to pay dear- 
ly. The Wall Street Journal takes up 
the recent ruling of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson relative to the accept- 
ing of game shipped via the parcel 
post route, and says: 


"Postmaster General Burleson has. 


decided that when game is offered for 
transmission by parcel 
post, post- 


masters must accept it, even when 
state laws make it, unlawful to ship 
it out of a state. 


"It has been repeatedly asserted on 


official authority that the annual in- 
sect damage to the crops is greater 
than the expenses 
of the national 


government. The birds are the farm- 
er's main reliance in keeping down 
crop pests. 
Some species of game 


birds are his most valuable allies. 
The destruction of bird life in the 
past has been appalling, and insect 
pests have increased. 
Most states 


are now attempting to protect the 
birds, and, in fact, nearly all forms 
of wild life. Most of them have lim- 
ited the activities of the pot hunter 
by forbidding the shipment of game 
from one' state to another. 


"So important has the preservation 


of the birds.became that a provision 
was added to the Underwood tariff 
law 
forbidding 
the 
importation of 


skins or feathers of birds, except 
those of domestic fowls and the os- 
trich. 
So strictly is this law being 


enforced by the customs service that 
feathers and aigrettes are 
clipped 


from the hats of ladies coming into 
port. 
Recently a dealer was not al- 


lowed to bring in a large importation 
of English pheasants for market pur- 
poses. 


"But 
Mr. Burleson's ruling will 


have a diametrically opposite effect. 
It makes the parcel post an agency 
for evasion of the state laws, and 
nullifying their effect. 
No individual 


or express company could carry game 
from one state to another without be- 
coming amenable to the law. 
It is 


hard for the lay mind to understand 
why the postoffice department should 
take its attitude. 
These state game 


laws have been contested a number 
of times, on the ground they were 
regulations of interstate commerce: 
but the supreme court of the United 
States has always upheld the power 
of the state to make them. 


"Reference to one of these cases 


is sufficient. Tn Geer vs. Connecticut, 
reported in 1B1 U. S.. r.in. the sunreme 
court said that the state had the 
right to affix conditions on the killing 
of game in the state, and its sale: 
that when killed nml offered for trans- 
portation to another state it die1 not 
become an ob.ioct of interstate com- 
merce. 
And the court further said 


the question is not one 'under the 
control of the constitution of 
the 


Vnit.pd States.' 


"The parcel nost was admittedly 


conceived in the interest of rural 
communities. But if it is to become 
an agency for crop damage, ir.s Con- 
veniences will have been spr-ured at 
a heavy cost to the farmer."

to 
editorial desks from 
the 


graduating platform. They go out in- 
to the field and have to forget a great 
deal they have been taught was es- 
sential. 
They find the 
newspaper 


"game" far different, from the theor- 
etical ideas taught in the classroom. 
If the various schools of journalism 
throughout the country are to bo suc- 
cessful they must have practical men 
at the head and on the list oE instruc- 
tors. William Young, the first editor 
of the Daily Cardinal at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, in fact one of its 
founders, a man who has had careful 
newspaper training, would make an 
excellent head for such a practical 
school at the state university could 
he be induced to give up his work in 
New York City and come to Madison. 
Such training as a man of his calibre 
could give students would follow out 
Mr. Williams' idea, that 
newspaper 


men should have special training, but 
it is not until) the theoretical ideas 
a.re put in the background and prac- 
tical ones adopted will such schools 
be successful.

TESTING IS IMPORTANT 


Only Means by Which Cows Not Pay- 


ing for Their Keep Can Be Elim- 


inated From the Herd. 


(By Allen B. West.) 


As winter 
approaches 
the 
Rock 


county farmer bringing in his cows 
from the pasture to the barn, begins 
to think about the heavy cost of teed 
through the long winter months. 
It 


is essential to do so, if he thinks in 
the right way; for there 
are 
two 


ways to consider the matter, and too 
many farmers take the wrong way— 
the way of grumbling about the high 
cost of living ancl the injustice clone 
to the farmer. 
Thinking 
thus 
he 


works longer hours, if possible, goes 
without conveniences and 
improve- 


ments in house and barn, goes about 
his work in a spirit -conducive to 
dyspepsia, makes life miserable for 
.his wife and children, considering the 
••cheerful" prospect 
of 
ending his 


days in our county house. In marked 
contrast to this the wide awake farm- 
er sets his brain to work to see how 
he may shape conditions in such a 
way as to get proper returns for the 
amount of either money or labor ex- 
pended for feed. 


He has, let us say, from ten to 
twenty cows. 
His first problem is 
this: 
What shall 
I do with these 
cows that may return me the most 
money? 
Shall I feed them for beef 


or shall 1 keep them for milk pro- 
duction? 
How shall this be deter- 


mined? 


That these are vital points will be 


conceded by any thoughtful farmer. 
That they are points which are not 
considered as they 
should 
be 
is 


shown by statistics. 


In Illinois one-fourth, of the dairy 


cows are kept at a loss and the best 
one-fourth return a profit of but $:10 
per annum. 
Now $30 is not large 
wages for the care of a cow for three 
hundred sixty-five days in the year, 


but it is vastly better than nothing' last Tuesday with Tim Connor and 
at all. 
If, however, a large part o f , family, 
the $30 goes to make up the loss of 
the other one-fourth of the herd, as 
is too frequently the case, the farmer 
has up-hill business in supporting his 
family.
